■Jesus stated in .Ino. 4:24 that

worship m ust be according 
to the things we can read 
about in the Bible. R em em ­ 
ber that (Jod will not accept 
just any thing we want to do 
in worship but He has given 
us a book to tell us what to 
do.

trup profile of su ctp ss has been rreated by the 


pattern of life of a former Greek boy who came 
to East Liveipool early in this century and became

There is a Horatio Alger flavor to the story of 
Nicholas Culolias, retired law official of the Coca 
Cola Export Corp. who got his start working in the

Not many feature stories in The Review are

of a report of Culolias read at a club meeting. I con­ 
tacted Mrs. Gladys Keys of Bradshaw Ave. who had 
received a clipping about him from G uy Knowlton 
of Pocatello, Idaho, a former neighbor of hers. 


We wrote to Knowlton for more information, and he sug­ 
gested we write to G. Nicholas Ifft, editor of the Idaho State 
Journal which published the account. Ifft referred us to John 
Faber of Essex Falls, N. J., secretary of the 1915 Cla.ss of 
Princeton University to which Culolias belonged. 


Faber said he had all the material about his classmate, 
but had to have his permi.ssion for releasing it. and Culolias 
was then in Athens, Greece. Faber, however, was kind enough 
to write to Culolias who gave his consent to the story, and 
Faber then sent me the material. 


Then began my correspondence with Mr. Culolias. who 
seemed rather pleased to address a letter to East Liverpool 
for it had been many years since he had written to anyone 
here. However, he cautioned me against writing a flower­ 
ing story and exceeding the facts, but when I read his ac­ 
count, I felt modesty should be forgotten. 


This is his story, in his words: 


IN ORDER THAT I may give you a rea.son for the sense 
of values that I have lived by. 1 should like to give a glimpse 
of my background, and that is the village where 1 started 
life in Greece and East Liverpool, where 1 started my life in 
America. 
The village is in the uplands of Arcadia about 40 miles 
north of Sparta. I was the third son of a family of four boys 
and two girls. We had our home and the usual property of 
mountain villages—some chickens, a vegetable garden, a pig, 
a few acres of land scattered about the village in small pat­ 
ches. a flock of about 150 sheep with a few goats, a shepherd 
dog. a mule and a donkey-both my age, incidentally. We 
were brought up together. 
Life there is simple, almost primitive. The villagers work 
the fields, tend their flocks and earn their living much as they 
did in the days of Homer. It is a meager living, regardless 
of how hard they work. But they are passionately attached 
to home, family, church, village and country, above all to 
freedom. 
Life, however, is rounded out and complete. Like other chil­ 
dren. you share the work of the elders at home and in the 
fields. You help them make everything that is consumed, 
from the year’s supply of wine, butter, cheese and the like

to the clothes you wear. You attend with them the church 
services, the weddings, the christenings, the funerals and 
every social event of joy and of sorrow. 


You are in the midst of nature and of all plant and animal 
life. You learn to duck at night the springs and glens haunted 
by the nymphs and goblins. The great past in myriad ways 
intrudes into the pre.sent and makes it alive. In the village 
.school and out of it, you ab.sorb the folklore, the myths, the 
legends, the folk songs and ballads, the .sense of what is good 
and manly and the stories of the ancient and modern heroes. 
You begin to consider yourself lucky you were born a Greek. 


Be that life as it may. however, the lure of America be­ 
came irresistible for the young manhood of Arcadia at the 
turn of the century. In 1901, my second brother, a lad of H, 
and an uncle came to this country. As soon as my parents 
recovered from the shock. T began pestering them for leave 
to come myself. They finally consented in the spring of 1903. 
I wa.s then IH 2 and weighed only 65 pounds. 


IT PAINED ME greatly to leave home, hut my mind was 
made up and it wouldn’t do to weaken. There was one diffi­ 
culty, however. I was too young to get through the immigra­ 
tion laws on my own. So I changed my name and age and 
became the 10-year-old son of a woman who was coming to 
America to join her husband. 


Another boy of 13 did the same and became my 11-year-old 
brother for the trip. At FJIis Island, however, we had .some 
anxious moments, because our “ mother” had pul her true 
age of twenty-five years in “ our pa.ssport’’ forgetting that her 
eldest “ .son” wa.s eleven. 
The parting was heart-rending, as many felt, my mother in­ 
cluded, we would never see one another again. In my ca.se it 
proved to be the fact. There was a lot of restrained weeping 
and fears. I did not cry. But, as we were moving along in the 
night for the train, there were about a dozen in the group 
leaving for America—the silent hills .seemed to ask me, “ Why 
do you leave us? What have we done to you?” and I felt a 
choking feeling. 
Three days later, on the deck of the steamer that was to 
take us from Piraeus to iMarseilles, I had the same feeling 
when my father—a man of judgment, courage and under­ 
standing-said; “ My son, don't hesitate to change your mind 
and return home to me. 1 will be happy if you do.” I could 
barely say “ No, Father, I have not changed my mind.” 


We reached Wheeling. W. Va.. our destination. Three days 
later I wa.s working with my brother and another boy my 
age in a shoe-shine shop my uncle owned in East Liverp.tol, 
a town 45 miles from Pittsburgh down the Ohio River, with a 
population of about 16.000 at that time. The shop was in the 
center of the town, a saloon on one side, a pool room on the 
other, with hotel rooms above and all interconnected by inside 
doors. 
Six months later my uncle and broiher moved to Toledo 
and left me in charge of the shop. The other boy, an old 
man who had a stand .selling candy, and I constituted the 
entire Greek community of the town and not one of us knew 
more than a dozen of words of English. 
We lived in a small four-room house we rented, and did 
our own cooking and housekeeping. Two years or so later my 
brother and I lived in a flat on the main street of the town. 


THAT WAS MY beginning of life in America. Everything 
I saw and heard seemed strange. 1 was all eyes and ears, 
absorbing without effort, no doubt, the ways of the new 
world. The pool room and saloon drew all kinds of people, 
good people, but also roughs and hoodlums. 
The shop brought to it a variety of fine people, including 
doctors, teachers, lawyers, clergymen and the like On Satur­ 
day nights the streets were crowded with people circling 
around two blocks for hours while shopping and taking in the 
town, .sn to speak. 
('ircus and other parades pa.s.sed hy In lad. the whole popu­ 
lation. at one time or another, pas.sed hy either on our side 
or the opposite .side of the street. We were thus Pxpnsed to 
every influence the main street in such a town had to offer. 
My work in the pool room consisted of sweeping the floors, 
stacking the pool balls, shining shoes, etc. 
That winter, an educated old G re e k gentlemen with an 
excellent knowledge of English, settled in East Liycipool to 
drink his life's .savings of about $3,000, He undertook to teach 
us English and followed an invariable routine in doing it. 


He would first get drunk in the saloon next door. Then he 
would come, sit down and break into tears, apologizing tor 
the bad example he set for us. He then would translate the 
Russo-Japanese war news, and la.stly. he would te.st us to 
find out which of us had learned most words from the sec­ 
ond-grade readers he had bought us. 
The shop, incidentally, was busy only in the evenings. 
Saturdays. Sundavs and holidays. That gave u.s time during 
the week days to do our shopping, our hou.sehold chores, and 
to take strolls alternately about town. 
It was while I was taking such a stroll during .school hours 
in rk'tober of 1904 that a truant officer picked me up and 00k 
me to the superintendent of schools, who. on examination, 
a.ssigned me to the fifth grade. 
I Iq'l after a month and went to (olumbus. entirely on my 
own, but when my brother bought the shop the following 


April. I returned and finished the fifth grade From then on I 
continued going to school without interruption. 


DURING THE SIXTH grade a spherical gourd served to 
make me widely known in the town. 1 painted on it with water 
colors the continents and oceans and handed it to the teacher 
in my geography les.son. 


The superintendent of schools took it fo the various .school,* 
and grades and held it up as a worthy oflort of a little Greek 
boy who was here without his family, was shining shoes for a 
living and with it all was first in his class most of the time. 
As a result, many person stopped to say hello and to leave 
with me words of encouragement. 


I was doing well at school and I liked it. I finished the 
.seventh grade in five weeks during the summer of 1906. 


.Actually, 1 was living in two different worlds, the one during 
the school hours spent in the company nf fine boys and girls in 
the atmosphere or order and refinement, supervised hy 
dedicated teachers and who opened for use constantly new 
horizons; and the other during work in the crude atmosphere 
of the pool room, where a rich vocabulary in profanity was an 
instrument of offense, defense and good fellowship, where 
physical weakness was a sin, hriite strength a virtue, and 
fights unavoidable, and where learnings was measured by 
the extend of your knowledge of baseball lore. 


That summer, 1 put to myself the question “ What Do I 
want most out nf life*’“ and considered it with deliberation 
for three con.secutive long, hnt summer evenings. One al­ 
ternative was to go into business, lunch, restaurant, randy and 
soda fountain, pool rooms, shooting galleries, or ,surh other 
businesses as Greeks went into. 


Already there were several examples in East Liverpool. 
My brother actually became the owner, a year or so later, 
nf a pool room of ten tables and a bowling cnncern of four 
alleys. Business offered a fair prospect of comfortable liv­ 
ing. without many long years nf privations and delay. The 
other alternative was to try to satisfy my curinsity as to what 
this world was all about. 


The be.st way to do this I thought, was In go to .school. 
From where I stood, however, that meant 12 more years. But 
that required money and I had none. I could see my clearlv 
only through high school Thereafter the road seemed diffi­ 
cult. with great risk of failure or loss of health, or both I 
finally made up my find in favor of curiosity, come what 
may. 


MANAiiING WITH my brother his pool room was a diffi­ 
cult )oh. hut a sobering and maturing experience. It called 
for the exercise nf tact, patience, fairne.ss. judgment, firm­ 
ness. sociability and readiness at all times to face the worst. 


If you were lacking in the.se qualities you got loo frequently 
into trouble or lost your customers Rul. even if you had and 
exercised such qualities, you could not escape brawls and 
fights. The tragedy of it to me was once that, once you 
entered such a fight, you never could knnw whether you were 
going to he maimed nr killed, or whether you were going to 
maim or kill someone else. Fortunately, the bystanders were 
always morally and physically on our side. 


Three weeks before my high school commencement. I asked 
the principal for the name of the best rollcge to go to. The 
catalogues of Harvard. Princeton and Yale were placed be­ 
fore me with the suggestion to take my choice. 


Several weeks later. Chick .McCoy and 1 look the entrance 
examinations for Princeton at the Shad>side .Academy in 
Pittsburgh, with the result that one night in the vSeptember 
following, we walked with our heavy suitcases in hand from 
Princeton Junction to Princeton, thanks to an error in mi.s- 
taking the former for the latter. 


This is a glimpse of my background, in the village of Arca­ 
dia. I lived a rustic but well-integraled family life, in East 
Liverpool, except during school hours. I lived and worked in 
the heart nf the main street without the benefit nf family 
life, though my father's influence was always present and 
decision at moments nf doubt in this simple form “ Re a Man ” 
Life in both places, though lacking in amenities, was exciting 
and close to the good as well as the harsh realities. 


East Liverpool, symbolic of our country, is just wonderful 
for the way it received the little (»reek boy in its midst and 
have him work, protection, education, encouragement, the 
sense of progress and the opportunity to realize his potenti­ 
alities.

Life there is simple, almost primitive The villagers work 
the field', tend their flocks and earn their living much as they 
did in the days of Homer It is a meager living, regardless 
of how hard they work Rut they are passionately attached 
to home, family, church, village and country, above all to 
freedom. 
Life, however, is rounded out and complete Like other chil­ 
dren, you sharp the work of the elders at home and in the 
fields. You help them make everything that is consumed, 
from the year’s supply of wine, butter, cheese and the like 


to the clothes you wear. You attend with them the church 
services, the weddings, the christenings, the funerals and 
every social event of joy and of sorrow. 


You are in the midst of nature and of all plant and animal 
life. You learn to duck at night the springs and glens haunted 
bv the nymphs and goblins. The great past in myriad ways 
intrudes into the present and makes it alive. In the village 
school and out of it, you absorb the folklore, the myths, the 
legends, the folk songs and ballads, the sense of what is good 
and manly and the stories of the ancient and modern heroes. 
You begin to consider yourself lucky you were born a Greek. 


Re that life as it may. however, the lure of America be­ 
came irresistible for the young manhood of Arcadia at the 
turn of the century. In 1901, my second brother, a lad of n, 
and an uncle came to this country. As soon as my parents 
recovered from the shock, I began pestering them for leave 
to come myself. They finally consented in the spring of 190.1 
I was then 114 and weighed only RS pounds. 


IT PAINED ME greatly to leave home. hut my mind was 
made up and it wouldn’t do to weaken There was one diffi­ 
culty. however. I was too young to get through the immigra 
lion laws on my own So I changed my name and age and 
became the 10-year-old son of a woman who was coming to 
America to join her husband. 


Another boy of Ll did the same and became my ll year old 
brother for the trip. At Ellis Island, however, we had some 
anxious moments, because our “ mother" had put her true 
age of twenty five years in “ our passport" forgetting that her 
eldest “ son" was eleven. 


The parting was heart rending, as many felt, my mother in­ 
cluded, we would never see one another again. In mv rase it 
proved to be the fact. There was a lot of restrained weeping 
and tears. I did not cry. Rut, as we were moving along in the 
night for the tram, there were about a dozen in the group 
leaving for America -the silent hills seemed to ask me. “ Why 
do you leave us? What have we done to you?" and I felt a 
choking feeling. 


Three days later, on the deck of the steamer that was to 
take us from Piraeus to Marseilles, I had the same feeling 
when my father—a man of judgment, courage and under­ 
standing -said “ My son, don’t hesitate to change your mind 
and return home to me. I will be happy if you do " I could 
barely say “ No, Father. I have not changed my mind " 


We reached Wheeling. W. Va., our destination. Three days 
later I was working with my brother and another bm mv 
age in a shoe-shine shop my uncle owned in East Liverpool, 
a town 45 miles from Pittsburgh down the Ohio River, with a 
population of about 16.000 at that time The shop was in the 
center of the town, a saloon on one side, a pool room on the 
other, with hotel rooms above and all interconnected bv inside 
doors. 


Six months later my uncle and brother moved to Toledo 
and left me in charge of the shop The other boy. an old 
man who had a stand selling candy, and I constituted the 
entire Greek community of the town and not one of us knew 
more than a dn/en of words of English. 


We lived in a small four-room house we rented and did 
our own cooking and housekeeping Two ypars or so later mv 
brother and I lived in a flat on the main street of the town. 


THAT WAS MY beginning of life in America Everything 
I saw and heard seemed strange I was all eves and ears, 
absorbing without effort, no doubt, the ways of the new 
world The pool room and saloon drew all kinds of people, 
good people, but also roughs and hoodlums. 


The shop brought to it a variety of fine people, including 
doctors, teachers, lawyers, clergymen and the like On Satur­ 
day nights the streets were crowded with people circling 
around two blocks for hours while shopping and taking in the 
town, sn to speak. 


Circus and other parades passed bv In tact, the whole popu 
lation. at one time or another, passed bv either on our side 
or the opposite sidp of the street 
W p were thus exposed to 
every influence the main street in such a town had to offer. 
My work in the pool room consisted of sweeping the floors, 
stacking the pool halls, shining shoes, etc. 


That winter, an educated old Greek gentlemen with an 
excellent knowledge of English, .settled in East Liverpool to 
drink hts life's savings of about $3,000. He undertook to teach 
us English and followed an invariable routine in doing it. 


He would first get drunk in the saloon next door Then he 
would come, sit down and break into tears, apologizing tor 
the had example he set for us. He then would translate the 
Russo-Japanese war news, and lastly, he would test us to 
find out which of tis had learned most words from the sec­ 
ond grade readers he had bought us. 


The shop, incidentally, was busy only in the evenings, 
Saturdays. Sundays and holidays That gave us time during 
the week days to do our shopping, our household chores, and 
to take strolls alternately about town 


It was wfille I was taking such a stroll during school hours 
in October of 1904 that a truant officer picked me up and took 
me to the superintendent of schools, who. on examination, 
assigned me to the fifth glade 


I Iqii atter a month and went to ( blunt bus. entirely on mv 
own. but when my brother bought the shop the following 


April, I returned and finished the fifth grade From then on I 
continued going to school without interruption. 


DERING THE .SIXTH grade a spherical gourd served to 
make me widely known in the town. I painted on it with water 
colors the continents and oceans and handed it lo the teacher 
in my geography lesson. 


The superintendent of schools took it to the various schools 
and grades and held it up as a worthy effort of a little Greek 
boy who was here without his family, was shining shoes for a 
living and with it all was first in his class most of the time 
As a result, many person stopped to say hello and to leave 
with me words of encouragement. 


I was doing well at school arid I liked ii 
I fimshen the 
seventh grade in five weeks during the slimmer of 1906. 


Actually, I was living in two different worlds, the one during 
the school hours spent in the company of fine boys and girls in 
the atmosphere or order and refinement, supervised hv 
dedicated teachers and who opened for use constantly new 
horizons; and the other during work in the crude atmosphere 
of the pool room, where a rich vocabulary in profanity was an 
instrument of offense, defense and good fellowship, where 
physical weakness was a sin, brute strength a virtue, and 
fights unavoidable, and where learnings was measured by 
the extend of your knowledge of baseball lore. 


That summer, I put to myself the question ‘ What Do I 
want most out of life0" and considered it with deliberation 
tor three consecutive long, hot summer evenings One al­ 
ternative was to go into business, lunch, restaurant, randv and 
soda fountain, pool rooms, shooting galleries, or such other 
businesses as Greeks went into. 


Already there were several examples in East Liverpool 
My brother actually became the owner, a year or so later. 
of a pool room of ten table' and a howling concern of four 
alleys Business ottered a fair prospect of comfortable liv­ 
ing. without many long years of privations and delav. The 
other alternative was to try to satisfy my curiositv as to what 
this world was all about. 


The hest way to do this I thought, was to go to school 
From where I stood, however, that meant 12 mom veals But 
that required money and I had none I could see my dearly 
only through high school Thereafter the road seemed diffi 
cult, with great risk of failure or loss of health, or both I 
finally made up my find in favor of curiosity, come what 
may. 


MANAGING WITH mv brother his pool room was a diffi 
cult |ob, hut a sobering and maturing experience It called 
for the exercise of tact. patience, fairness, judgment, firm 
ness, sociability and readiness at all limes to face the worst. 


If you were lacking in these qualities you got tun frequently 
into trouble or lost your customers Rut. even if you had and 
exercised such qualities, you could not escape brawls and 
fights. The tragedy of it to me was once that, once von 
entered such a fight, you never could know whether you wpm 
going In he maimed or killed, or whether you were going to 
maim or kill someone else Fortunately, the bystanders were 
always morally and physically on our side 


Three weeks before my high school commencement. I asked 
the principal for the name of the hest college to go to The 
catalogues of Harvard. Princeton and Yale wpm placed be­ 
fore me with the suggestion to take my choice 


Several weeks later, (’hick McCoy and I took the entrance 
examinations for Princeton at the Shadyside Academy in 
Pittsburgh, with the result that one night in the September 
following, we walked with our heavy suitcases in hand from 
Princeton Junction to Princeton, thanks to an error in mis­ 
taking the former for the latter 


This is a glimpse of my background, in the village of Arca 
dia. I lived a rustic hut well-integrated family life, in East 
Liverpool, except during school hours. I lived and worked in 
the heart of the main street without (hp benefit of family 
lite, though my father’s influence was always present and 
decision at moments of doubt in this simple form 
Re a Man ” 
Life in both places, though lacking in amenities, was exciting 
and dosp to the good as well as the harsh realities 


East Liverpool, symbolic of our country, is just wonderful 
for the way it received the little (.reek boy in its midst and 
have him work, protection, education, encouragement, fhp 
sense of progress and the opportunity to realize his potenti­ 
alities. 


Fellow student' at Princeton say he came with nnlv $200 
given him by his brother and through shining shoes, pressing 
suits and supplying cushions for stadium seats, worked his 
wav through the school graduating with a degree in economics 
and politics 
He also insisted on helping others to slav 
in Princeton when financial problems threatened 


After getting his degree from Harvard Law School, he 
served with various law firms in Boston and then entered 
practice for himself He later became head of the legal depart­ 
ment of the Coca-Cola Export Corp 


Nicholas Culolias retired in 1955 from full time emplovment 
and resides in Cambridge. Mass He serves in many capacities 
for Greece, from acting consul to trustee and benefactor of 
The American F arm School in Salonika 


He is currently on an extended visit in Greece.

Some 2(l.0()0 will be set free on public hunting arciis This 
is almost double the number which were stocked during 
the 19ti,j season. 
The pheasants will be released to coincide with peak hunt­ 
ing days which includes today. Thanksgiving and the Satur­ 
day alter Thanksgiving. Some will also be released Dec .1 
if you don't know where to hunt, remember the state has 
more than .'iOO.OOfl acres of public hunting lands 
Beaver 
( reck and Highlandtown have several hundred acres open 
to hunting.

SMM.L GAME HUNTING HAS been good in Pennsy! 
vania’s Northwest Division, which includes Beaver County. 
The outlook tor the coming week also is good. The forecast 
is clear and cooler for the nex t several days. 


This y ea r ha s the pro mise o f being o ne o f the 
best o f a ll time fo r deer hunters. 
The Game Commi.ssion has estimated some three quarters 
o f a million hunters will be in the forests, hunting the some 
9 0.000 adult bucks available. 
The state harvested a record 04,129 bucks last year and 
the conditions this year are similar and even somewhat im­ 
proved. 
Field observation.s. the number 
o f deer killed on the 
highways, and the reported crop damage all point to one of 
the largest deer herds in the history of the .state 
The entire deer po[)iilation is estimated at 650.000. If the 
weather is good, hunlers could harvest some .50.000 to 6.5,000 
antlered bucks and some .50.000 anterless whitetails. 
Pennsylvania's deer herds are not concentrated in certain 
areas as has been the ease on occasions in the past. Sui- 
veys show population levels are high all over the state 
and a hunter has as good a chance in one area as in another. 


HUNTERS ARE PERMITTED to shoot o ne deer per year 
In Pennsylvania. If you took one with a bow and arrow, 
you cannot hunt during gun .season. 
The daily hunting hours are 7 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
To be a legal target during the antlered saeson. a deer 
must have a rack with two or more points to one antler or 
have one antler at least three or more inches long.

mu.st maintain a big game hunting roster. The roster must 
be posted at the headquarters of the group and a duplicate 
roster must be carried by the leader of the party. 
Game Commission Law F'.nforcement Chief 1. h. Bell le- 
mindod hunters that not more than ‘2.5 persons are permit led 
to hunt deer in a single party. "A .$10 penally will be im 
posed on each member of any deer hunting party conlaining 
more than the legal limit of 25 persons." he .said. 
Bell also reminded hunters that they must tag their deer 
within one hour of killing and before moving the animal 
from the spot where it was killed. A detachable big game 
lag is provided with each hunting license. The tag, Bell said, 
must bo separated from the hunting license, completed and 
kept tied to the deer while it is being tran.sported, hung at 
camp or temporarily placed in cold storage. It is unlawful 
to attach the entire hunting license to the deer. 
The law enforcement chief also reminded successful deer 
hunters that the big game report card must be filled out 
when the whitctail is tagged. The report card must be mailed
